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Native Awareness Week Commencement

Laurentian University cel- 
ebrates The Fifth Annual Native 
Awareness Week from Monday, 
November 1, through to Sunday, 
November 7. The aim of the celebra- 
tion is the promotion of native cul- 
ture among natives and non-natives. 
This year's theme is"Gchinshinaabek 
Mnaaj'indwaa", The Year of the 
Elder. Joanne Morassutti, the event's 
organizer, explained the value of 
elders in the preservation and promo- 
tion of native culture. According to 
Morassutti, elders have maintained 
native tradition and language, which 
many native youth have ignored. 

This year's events include a 
Sacred Run beginning in the morning 
of Friday, November 5 at Nipissing 
First Nation and concluding at the 
Great Hall of Laurentian University 
the following Saturday. The run will 
be celebrated by traditional Pow- 
Wows on the weekend. 

Native Awareness Week offi- 
cially started with a keynote address 
by special guest Elijah Harper. Harper 
is a Commissioner of the Indian 
Claims Commission and has also 
served as a parliamentarian and Chief 
in his home province of Manitoba. In 
his speech, entitled "Reconciling Our 



Relationship to Our Land: Settling 
Land Claims in the 21st Century", 
Harper spoke of the value in reclaim- 
ing land for native people. 

Harper argued that native land 
claims are important in rebuilding 
native self-sufficiency, reducing the 
need for dependency on government. 
He also spoke of empowerment 
through self-determination and inte- 
gration of native culture to compen- 
sate for past efforts at assimilation. 

In his address, Elijah Harper 
gave a brief history of land treaties 
between natives and non-natives. He 
used the example of David Collins to 
effectively portray historical land 
treaties. Collins noticed something 
in the ground at a particular site, 
which later turned out to be a signifi- 
cant ore deposit. The discovery was 
credited to Thomas Creighton and 
David Collins' claim was ignored. 
While Creighton reaped the finan- 
cial benefits of the discovery, Collins 
was given a bag of flour, a bag of tea, 
and a bag of sugar in reward. This 
distribution of goods was grossly in- 
accurate. 

Harper described the present 
initiatives of the federal government 
to acknowledge native land claims as 
a profound shift in approach. In 1 973,

There might be some problems with 
this process as the student numbers have been changed 
as of this year. If the process is complicated by this, the 
insurance company will simply produce drug cards 
which students will use to access the plan. The SGA 
will let its members know if this is the case. 
Thank you for your patience with this matter.

the government established a Com- 
mission to settle land claims and thir- 
teen years later, it made efforts to 
include the First Nations people in 
their settlements. 



But the system presently has 
its faults. Most notably, it relies heav- 
ily on costly litigation. The cost of 
settling a land claim through the courts 
is estimated at two million dollars per 



claim. Harper himself promotes me- 
diation to resolve conflicts; it is faster, 
cheaper, and friendl ier. Another prob- 
lem that arises in government initia- 
tives is the role of government as 
both defender and judge. Haiper has 
sought the establishment of an inde- 
pendent tribunal to decide land claims. 

Harper seemed to lament the 
lacking will of politicians and the 
public to address native land claims. 
He stressed the necessity to educate 
the public on the value of land in 
achieving native autonomy and en- 
riching Canadian culture. He articu- 
lated his point by utilizing the image 
of a tartan quilt: the beauty of the 
fabric is its varicoloured thread. 

At the close of his address, 
Elijah Harper was asked questions 
from the audience. One audience 
member asked Harper to compare the 
approaches the governments of 
Canada and the United States have 
made regarding native land claims. 
Harper explained that American-Na- 
tive relations have been strained as a 
result of many wars. But Canadians 
have established their relations with 
natives through treaties, avoiding war. 
Canadians place greater value on the 
tartan quilt. 



The Forgotten Cairn

In light of Native Awareness 
Week, it is appropriate to revisit a 
forgotten place on the university cam- 
pus, the Cairn. A cairn is a memorial 
built of stones and unbeknownst to 
most students, there is one here on 
campus. Hidden in the middle of park- 
ing lot 15, commonly referred to as 
"the pit", a commemorative cairn 
exists. 

The monument was erected 
on October 1, 1988 to signify an 
apology the United Church of Canada 
gave to native people for its failure to 
acknowledge native spirituality. A 
sacred fire was lit in the cairn to 
receive the apology. 

Many of the stones that make 
up the cairn have been extricated by 
the Whitefish and West Bay Indian 
Reserves. They are arranged to rep- 
resent the circle of life and seasons, 
with openings in the east, west, north 
and south, to commemorate the Four 
Sacred Grandfathers. There is also a

mock sacred fire in the centre also 
made of stones from reservations 
across the country. It is a marvelous

site to visit. 

The maintenance of the cairn 
has been disappointing according to 
Joanne Morassutti of Native Student 
Services, who views its upkeep in 
light of new signs and street mark- 
ings made to University roads during 
the summer. One problem with the 
upkeep of the area surrounding it is 
that since the cairn is on sacred 
ground, the university cannot cut or 
trim any of the shrubbery. 

Student's General Associa- 
tion member Mark Solomon has ex- 
pressed his view that students should 
be more aware of the site and give it 
the respect of a sacred place. Indeed, 
the cairn is an inspirational site that 
induces reflection upon appearance. 
It is unfortunate that a place of such 
splendor should be located in the 
middle of parking lot, juxtaposed to 
noise and garbage. 
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New Approach to Alcohol Awareness

When one thinks of alcohol 
awareness there is often an associa- 
tion with abstinence from alcohol. 
This strategy typically involves a lec- 
ture on evil spirits (drinks). Recently, 
a new approach has been taken to- 
ward alcohol awareness, focusing on 
responsible drinking. 

Tannys Laughren, Business 
Manager of Laurentian University 
Student's General Association, com- 
pared the new approach to alcohol 
awareness to the recent change in 
promoting safe sex. To ensure safe 
sex, a focus on abstinence has been 
replaced by an encouragement to use 
condoms. This approach recognizes 
that many university students do en- 
gage in sexual activities and aims to 
promote responsibility. Likewise, the 
new approach to alcohol awareness 
places a greater emphasis on respon- 
sible drinking, acknowledging that 
many university students drink. 

On Monday, November 1, 
BACCHUS Alcohol Awareness 
Canada, Laurentian University Resi- 
dence Life & Student's General As- 
sociation and the Association of 
Canada Distillers hosted an Alcohol 
Awareness Fair. Rather than preach- 
ing about the dangers of alcohol, the 
exhibit promoted responsible drink- 
ing. 

Upon presenting proper iden- 
tification and making a two-dollar 
donation to campus alcohol aware- 
ness associations, one was admitted 
to the fair. Exhibits were strategi- 
cally arranged, positioning alcohol 
awareness booths betwfeen alcohol 
manufacturers promoting their latest 
products. 

Some of the products pro- 
moted at the fair were Malibu Carib- 
bean White Rum (with coconut), 
Bacardi Limon, and the very popular 
Sourz Sour Apple. Company repre- 
sentatives mixed drinks for partici- 
pants to taste in small quantities. 

Manufacturers took up the 
burden of encouraging responsible 
drinking by handing out pamphlets to 
interested visitors. They also took 
precautions to provide food at their 
booths, reducing the effect of the 
alcoholic beverage. 

Responsible drinking was fur- 
ther emphasized by the presence of 
other alcohol awareness organiza-

tions like OCCID (Ontario Commu- 
nity Council on Impaired Driving) 
and BACCHUS (Boasting Alcohol 
Consciousness Concerning the Health 
of University Students). 

The informationdistributedby 
OCCID included tips on how to host 
a party responsibly and consequences 
for impaired driving. As well, it ad- 
vertised "Operation Lookout" a new 
program designed to report suspi- 
cions of impaired drivers and a "Call 
Me" Card that serves as a promissory 
note to provide alternative transpor- 
tation for a friend who is impaired. 

The BACCHUS exhibit was 
interactive in its approach to alcohol 
awareness. Visitors threw Velcro- 
covered balls at a screen, selecting a 
category. Then, they were asked a 
trivia question related to the chosen 
category (alcohol, sex, and etc) 
Whether the participant answered the 
question correctly, he/she was given 
a prize (and the correct answer). Of- 
ten the answer prompted discussion. 

In addition to alcohol aware- 
ness groups, police and liquor stores 
helped in getting the message across. 
Local police offered special glasses 
for visitors to wear. These glasses 
portrayed a visual impairment simi- 
larly experienced by a person who 
has had too many drinks. Police also 
advertised a new "Operation Red 
Nose" program. This program pro- 
vides volunteer, designated drivers 
for people who fear they have had too 
much to drink. 

Carmi Cimicata, Executive 
Director of BACCHUS Canada, 
spoke highly of this innovative ap- 
proach to alcohol awareness. She re- 
ferred to the new strategy as based on 
"social norming". This concept de- 



fines the particular relationship be- 
tween social groups and individuals: 
individuals often conform to the views 
of the group. 

This strategy is also reflected 
in the new advertisement BACCHUS 
has used around campus. Posters read 
that 96. 1 % of people aged 20-24 do 
not experience a lack of personal 
happiness after drinking; 88.8% of 
the people of this age group do not 
encounter financial problems caused 
by alcohol abuse. 

The purpose of these adver- 
tisements is to portray the idea that 
the majority of students do not have a 
problem with alcohol. Under the "so- 
cial norm" theory, students will feel 
compelled to conform with the re- 
sponsible alcohol behaviour of their 
peers. 

This new strategy in alcohol 
awareness, stressing responsibility 
over abstinence, is a significant de- 
viation from the traditional approach 
to alcohol awareness. But Cimicata 
sees this change as beneficial. 

She states that the previous 
strategy was not effective in reaching 
a broad base of students, only those 
who were concerned about the prob- 
lem. Expanding to all students, not 
just those who have problems, 
brought more students to attend the 
exhibits. 

This is the first year that there 
was an absence of abstinence in alco- 
hol awareness. Pilot projects last year 
were considered very successful, with 
an encouraging response from stu- 
dents. This year's event included sur- 
veys that organizers are anxious to 
collect. Student feedback is the best 
determinant of the success of the new 
approach.

TICO Travel Tips 



The Travel Industry Council 
of Ontario (TICO) is cautioning con- 
sumers planning their vacations to be 
critical of their travel agencies. In a 
recent statement by the President and 
CEO of TICO, Michael Pepper 
warned, "When making your travel 
arrangements, always book with an 
Ontario registered travel agent. To 
ensure the company you are about to 
purchase travel services from is reg- 
istered, simply look for the TICO 
certificate of registration, ask your 
travel agency if it is a member, or 
when in doubt, call our organization 
directly. Doing your homework in 
advance can save you a lot of head- 
aches in the long run." 

The Travel Industry Council 
of Ontario considers itself the "On- 
tario Travel Watchdog Agency", of- 
fering protection to travel consum- 



ers. Through the Ontario Travel In- 
dustry Compensation Fund, the TICO 
reimburses consumers who paid for 
travel serv ices that were not prov ided 
as a result of travel agency or travel 
wholesale bankruptcy or insolvency. 
Applicable services are defined as 
"transportation, sleeping accommo- 
dation, or other service for the use of 
a traveller, tourists, or sightseer". 

Consumers cannot seek com- 
pensation for costs or quality of serv- 
ices, services provided by "end sup- 
pliers" (airlines, cruises, hotels), and 
out-of-province agencies. As well, 
non-refundable payments are ineli- 
gible. It is important to note that 
business transactions with agencies 
not registered with the TICO will 
forfeit protection under the Council. 
Legitimate claims can reach a maxi- 
mum of $3 500 per passenger. 

They also stress the impor- 



tance of attaining a detailed receipt . 
The receipt should include dates of 
bookings and payments, names of all 
companies supplying travel services, 
a brief description of the services 
provided, as well as indication of 
whether cancellation insurance was 
declined or accepted. In addition 
agencies are required to advise cus- 
tomers, in writing, on information 
and documents needed for the trip. 
All records attained from the travel 
agency will be of assistance in mak- 
ing a claim for compensation. 

As students begin to book their 
winter and spring break vacations, 
precautions in the event of travel 
agency bankruptcy and insolvency 
may prove to be very beneficial. Fur- 
thermore, scrutiny of agency serv- 
ices and pKjIicies ensure that the only 
thing students will need to worry 
about on their vacations is the weather.

The Honourable Madam Justice Louise Arbour to 
Receive an Honorary Doctorate from Laurentian 
University 

Laurentian University will awanl an Honorary Doctorate of Law 
to the Honourable Madam Justice Louise Arbour at its Fall Convocation 
Ceremony to be held on Saturday, November 6, at 2 p.m., in Laurentian's 
Eraser Auditorium. 

Following a distinguished career in law, Louise Arbour was 
appointed to the Supreme Ccxirt of Canada in June 1999. Prior to being 
named to tfiis position, she was appointed in 1996 by the United Nations 
as the Chief Prosecutor with the International Criminal Tribunal, which 
is based in The Netherlands, for the former Yugoslavia and Rwanda. 

Louise Arbour was appointed to the Supreme Court of Ontario in 
1987 and was elevated to the Court of Appeal for CJntario in 1990. In 
1995, she was appointed as Commissioner to conduct an inquiry into 
certain events at the Prison for Women in Kingston, Ontario. 

During her academic career, she taught courses in criminal law, 
criminal procedure, evidence and civil law, at both the undeip-aduate and 
graduate levels. She also published extensively in French and English in 
die area of criminal pnx:edure, criminal law, human rights, civil liberties, 
and gender issues. 

Freeze Tuitiwi, Not Funding 

Ontario students advocate increasing government funding for 
colleges and universities and freezing tuition at its current levels. The 
students of Ontario Community Colleges' Parliamentary Association 
and the Ontario Undergraduate Student Alliance (OUSA) hosted an 
Education Open House Tuesday, November 2 to facilitate discussion of 
post-secondary education issues and recommendations with the media, 
politicians and students. 

"We understand that lobbying for a tuition freeze alone is not the 
answer. Our institutions are forced to raise fees to cover operating costs 
and compensate for government cutbacks in funding," says Kristina 
Lang, President Cambrian College Student Association Council. 

Ontario university tuition levels have increased 1 34% in the last 
ten years and college tuitions are not far behind. Students agree that post- 
secondary funding is a shared responsibility, but not at the expense of 
accessibility, quality and future of Ontario's young people. 

"Postsecondary tuition has increased dramatically in the past 
several years, at a time when the Ontario government ranks tenth out of 
ten provinces in government per capita funding. Now is the time for the 
government to solve both of these outstanding problems by increasing 
qpersoing grants and freezing tuition," says Ryan Parks, Executive 
Director of OUSA. 

L.ocaI Group Calls for Support for a Formal Military 
Embargo of Indonesia 

The Sudbury East Timor Solidarity Committee is joining with the 
East Timor Alert Network and groups across the country to call for the 
Canadian government to declare a formal military embargo on Indone- 
sia. 

Despite die "ratification'' of the njassive vote of the East Timorese 
for independence by the Indonesian parliament, and despite the depar- 
ture of the Indonesian military from East Timor, the Indonesian military 
remains a threat to the people of East Timor and to people across 
Indonesia

We recieved this letter in response to our textbook shortage inquiries from Prentice HalL 

Dear Bookstores: 

Pearson Higher Education Canada (Prentice Hall, Addison Wesley Longman, and Allyn & Beacon) has 
experienced some delays in fulfilling a percentage of our bookstore orders this fall. We find ourselves in a situation 
that is very unusual for us. 

This year a number of factors converged to result in performance levels that are not up to our normal high 
standards. Our problems this summer can be attributed to three main factors. First, the transfer of product from the 
Prentice Hall Canada distribution facility in Cambridge to the Pearson Newmarket Distribution Center took longer 
than we anticipated. We were not able to fully recover from the Cambridge shutdown and product transfer during 
this summer. Second, bindery delays and warehouse integration difficulties in the U. S. made it very difficult to 
procure product in a timely manner. Most of our kitting problems stemmed from these delays. Finally, new system 
start-up and compatibility issues created unforeseen problems in our inventory and distribution systems. This 
resulted in conflicting information regarding shipment and availability dates. We have worked hard to correct these 
problems and do not expect a recurrence in January. 

Despite our best intentions, despite an incredible effort on the pan of our operations staff, and despite the use 
of every resource available, some of our customers did not get their books on time. Furthermore, our call centre was 
swamped and providing bookstores and professors with clear answers on text arrival dates proved challenging. 

Of course, no explanation is suitable when you are inconvenienced, and when customers are let down. For 
that, you have our sincere apology. 

We have made great strides over the years to become the best at order fulfillment and customer service and 
our goal is to work quickly to regain that position. We are implementing a number of improvements immediately. 
First, as of November 2nd, we will completely integrate the Prentice Hall and Addison Wesley order fulfillment 
systems across all operational departments. Our new integrated call centre, to which we added an additional 30% 
capacity last week, will be working with one system, and include more staff. This will greatly improve our efficiency 
in customer services. 

In addition, we are adding over 30% staff in our distribution area, including a Traffic Clerk to track shipments 
and an Order Fulfillment Manager to ensure timely processing of orders. We are also adding material-handling 
equipment in shipping and receiving that will enable us to take advantage of our powerful warehouse system. 
Programming enhancements are being made to our order processing system to improve our "order to ship" time. 
Finally, staff additions and system enhancements in inventory will improve stock procurement and expand our in- 
house kitting capacity.

spiritualite des autochtones, lors de 

laJIe assemble du conseil 

generale enaout 1986. Erige a 

I'endroii ou lefeu sacrefut allume 

pour recevoir les excuses, il 
represente par sa forme le cercle 
de la vie et les saisons. Les 
ouvertures a Vest, au sud, a I'ouest 
et au nord symbolisent les quatre 
dieuls sacres. L'aine Art Solomon , 
Autochtone, a dirige la construc- 
tion du cairn, realisee en grande 
partie par des benevoles de I'Eglise 
Unie. Les pierres sont un don des 
reserves de West Bay et de White- 
fish, et les pierres du milieu 
viennent de divers endroits au 
Canada. La consecration du cairn 
a eu lieu le I septembre 1988. » 

Ces mots sont graves sur 
une plaque qui se trouve dans un 
cairn situe dans le «Pit». En 1986, 
comme indique I'inscription, 1 'Eglise 
Unie du Canada a fait ses excuses 
pour son traitement du peuple 



autochtone au Canada. 11 n'y a pas si 
longtemps, on a oblig6 aux 
autochtones du pays a frequenter des 
6coles residentielles oQ Ton a tente 
de les en lever leur culture, leur langue 
et leur histoire. 

Au moment oil le ceremonie 
du feu sacr6 a eu lieu, le «Pit» 
n'existait pas comme on le connait 
aujourd'hui. Au fil des ans, on a 
agrandi ce stationnement, et on a 
laisse le cairn au milieu, question de 
respect. 

Mais il semblerait que c 'est 
beaucoup plus facile de faire ses ex- 
cuses que ce ne Test d'agir en 
consequence. Oil est le respect 
aujourd'hui? Lorsquel'onarrivepour 
se stationner, on est oblige h 
contoumer un petit Hot au beau mi- 
lieu du terrain de stationnement.

La semaine passee nous avonspromis 
de garder nos lecteurs au courant de 
tous developpements dans le saga 
des livres de cours manquants. Peu 
apres la publication de notre numero 
de la semaine passee, Richard Morin, 
gerant de la librairie, nous a amend 
une lettre du PDG de Pearson Edu- 
cation Canada, le fournisseur des 
livres en question. Afin que les 
etudiants sachent ce que y est passe, 
nous publions ici desextraits traduits 
de la dite lettre : 

Pearson Higher Education 
Canada (Prentice Hall, Addison 
Wesley Longman, et Allyn & Bacon) 
a connu, cet automne, des d61ais qui 
nous ont empeche de respecter une 
pourcentage des commandes. Nous 
nous trouvons dans une situation qui 
nous est exceptionelle. 

Cette annee, plusieurs facteurs 
ont entraine des niveaux de perform- 
ance qui ne sont pas a la hauteur de 
nos criteres 61ev6es.

La question de 

I'ind^pendance fait toujours fureur 
au Quebec. Mais, la semaine pass6e, 
on a discut6 de cette question dans un 
milieu plutot non-traditionnel. 

Dimanche soir, 1 605 
residents de Pile des Soeurs, en 
banlieue de Montreal, ont fait la file 
afin de voter dans un simul6 
r6f6rendum. Le rfefdrendum a 6t6 
organist par la Coalition des 
Residents Pour I'Autonomie 
(CORA), coalition qui veut que I'lle 
des Soeurs se scinde de la municipality 
de Verdun pour ainsi devenir la 30^ 
municipality de la Communaut£ 
Urbaine de Montreal. 

Les organisateurs du 
r6f6rendum se disent satisfait de la 
participation 61ectorale. « Nous 
n'avions pas vraiment pr6vu de 
chiffre, a d6clar6 Glenn Sylvain, 
membre de la CORA, mais c'est une 
trfis bonne participation pour I ' lie des 
Soeurs. C'est difficile faire sortir les 
gens. » 

Environ 12 000 des 58 735 



residents de Verdun habitent 1 'lie des 
Soeurs, et des sondages ont ddmontrd 
par le pass6 qu'environ 60% seraient 
en faveurde I'autonomie. Les deux 
conseillers qui reprfesentent I'lle des 
Soeurs au conseil municipale de 
Verdun appuient fortement I'id^e 
mais n'ont pas rdussi a amener le 
d^bat au conseil. Le maire Georges 
Bosse refuse de d6battre la question 
et a dit que le r^f^rendum 6tait une 
perte de temps et I'a traits d'une 
guerre des classes. Les residents de 
rile des Soeurs ont clairement plus 
d ' argent que leurs voisins ou vriers de 
Verdun. 

Gilles Petel, Leader d'un 
groupe qui s'oppose a I'autonomie, a 
dit que la participation repr6sente un 
6chec pour les organisateurs. « C'est 
clair que les gens avait compris que 
cen'estqu'unegrande farce. Pource 
qui conceme le 83%, ce r6f6rendum 
a t\.i organis6 par des 
ind^pendantistes, la campagne a ivt 
men6e paries inddpendantistes, et les 
scruteurs ^taient des 

ind^pendantistes. » 



Le groupe de Petel a refus6 
depuis le dibut d'aider dans 
I'organisation du vote. CORA, 
d'autre part, n'a pas pu obtenir une 
copie du liste Electoral, alors des 
b^n^voles ont du en dresser un eux- 
memes. 

« Nous avons du tenir ce 
rdf6rendum avec des benevoles et 
avec le peu de fonds que nous avions 
pu ramasser de nos membres, a dit M. 
Sylvain. Alors, nous sommes 
satisfaits de ce que nous avons ac- 
compli aujourd'hui vu le peu de 
ressources que nous avions. » 

Selon Sylvain, quoi que 
CORA decide de faire suite au 
rdfdrendum, elle contournera 
completement le conseil municipal 
de la ville de Verdun. « On ne 
discutera pas de cette question au 
Verdun, a-t-il d6clar6, car ils n'ont 
rien a dire la-dessus. C'est au 
gouvemement du Quebec de prendre 
de telle decision. 

Tout ceci pendant que les 
municipalit^s de 1 'Ontario se font 
fiisionner.

What is Intelligence?

Intelligence is one of those elusive concepts; scientists can 
recognize it, but trying to pin it down to a single definition is difficult. 
Used in its broadest sense, intelligence is what people use to solve 
problems, understand complex ideas, learn and remember, and in gen- 
eral, to deal effectively with the world around them through various 
forms of thought and reasoning. Intelligence means different things to 
different jieople, from being able to think quickly in a stressful situation 
to learning new languages to mastering a new musical instrument. Even 
the experts don't agree completely on the nature of intelligence: one 
survey in the late 1 980s asked two dozen experts to define intelligence 
and received two dozen different definitions. 

The mental functions involved vary from the objective, such as 
logical problem solving, to the much more subjective areas of creativity. 
People differ from one another in their ability to carry out these functions 
and any given individual's intellectual performance can vary somewhat 
from day to day, depending upon the situation and the criteria used to 
judge that performance. Intellectual ability is a complex phenomenon, 
influenced by factors both environmental and biological, during devel- 
opment from child to adult, and throughout adulthood. It is this complex 
state of affairs and the questions it raises that researchers and theorists in 
the field of intelligence studies are trying to address. What is the nature 
of intelligence? Can intelligence be optimized? Can it be measured? 
What do the differences in measured intelligence between people mean? 
The dominant method of studying intelligence in this century has 
been the psychometric approach. Researchers using this approach be- 
lieve that intelligence can be measured through the administration of 
various forms of IQ tests. 

There are many different types of IQ tests. Some focus on verbal 
skills, some on spatial skills, and others on mathematical and analytical 
skills. Some tests depend on reaction time or the time it takes to recognize 
a given visual stimulus. A number of IQ tests incorporate multiple 
subtests, each testing a specific skill. Whatever the nature of the IQ test, 
many researchers believe that a general statistical factor (g) can be 
extracted from the results of multiple IQ tests by using a method called 
factor analysis, and that this factor is a general measurement of intelli- 
gence. There is evidence that g correlates with academic success and, to 
some extent, to measurements of accomplishment outside of school. 

Despite the fact that it is widely accepted, not all researchers 
agree, in whole or even in part, with the concept of a general, measurable 
intelligence factor. Some experts believe that g does measure some types 
of intelligence, such as analytical problem solving, but there are other 
types of intelligence, such as creativity and practical intelligence, that g 
does not address. Other theorists have completely dismissed the idea of 
accurately measuring something as complex as intelligence. In their 
views, there are multiple kinds of intelligence (one researcher suggests 
as many as 150) that can't be measured with pen and paper tests.

What is an IQ Anyway?

I took an IQ test last week on 
the internet and it told me that I was 
"borderiine genius." This didn't re- 
ally make me feel very smart though 
because frankly I thought a five-year- 
old could do the test and come out as 
a "borderline genius." Anyway, this 
got me to thinking, what is an IQ test? 
Does it really measure how smart a 
person really is? So I went searching. 

An IQ score is a General In- 
telligence Quotient Score. It is de- 
fined as "a test designed to determine 
the relative mental capacity of a per- 
son." Each person has many specific 
mental abilities and an IQ test can 
measure some of these abilities very 
acurately. A person's normal (IQ) 
intelligence quotient ranges from 85 
- 1 1 5, although there are many differ- 
ent types of tests which might use 
different scales. There are only 
approxametly 1 % of the people in the 
world who have an IQ of 1 35 or over. 
(This fact puzzles me because I re- 
member the quiz which was is in 
Lambda a couple of weeks ago, only 
1 % of the population was supposed 



to be able to solve it and we got many 
correct answers.) 

The question that is then 
brought up, Is it important to have a 
high IQ in order to achieve success in 
life? I really wouldn't agree. Is it 
necessary to have a high IQ in order 
to be creative? To be a successful 
artist or musician? A high IQ score 
does not mean that you will achieve 
success and happiness. And a low IQ 
score does not mean that you are 
destined to a life of unpleasantness. 
One does not need to have a high IQ 
in order to have a successful job. 
Many people who have "normal" 
intelligence have gone on to succeed 
in traditional "high IQ" jobs such as 
doctors or judges. 

Almost all daily tasks require 
an individual to have an IQ of 50 or 
higher. (75% of people have this IQ 
or higher) A score of 50 or lower 
means that it is most likely that an 
individual would find happiness 
through special teaching and more 
time spent studying. Studies have 
shown that people with an IQ be- 
tween 50 and 75 can still get a drivers 
license, can have children who's IQ's 




are normal to high and achieve suc- 
cess at 71% of jobs. Intelligence 
tests tend to look at only one side of 
the brain, which then might only 
measure a certain degree of one's 
gifts or abilities. I think that an intel- 
ligence test is just like any other test; 
if you study you do well. I'm not 
saying that you have to go out and 
study like mad so you can take an 
intellegence test and then feel smart. 
I just mean that some people are bom 
with certain abilities and others are 
bom with different abilities. Just be- 
cause you aren't bom smart doesn't 
mean that you never will be. When I 
was bom, I didn't know how to walk, 
but I leamed. 



Can IQs be increased? Some 
studies have shown that young chil- 
dren exposed to environments rich in 
stimulation for one to two years as 
preschoolers had IQ scores higher 
than their peers who were not ex- 
posed to similarenvironments. These 
increases were by several IQ f)oints, 
but were found to be temporary, fad- 
ing by the time the children had fin- 
ished elementary school. However, 
there is evidence that even though 
measured IQ was not permanently 
raised, children having gone through 
these programs tended to perform 
better in school, were less likely to 
need special education, and were 
more likely to finish school than a 
conU-ol group. So, while permanent 
IQ increases were not achieved, it 
would appear that some cognitive 
functions were improved, and appar- 
ently something that could be called 
quality of life was also enhanced. 
The fact that IQ increases faded after 
a few years may not be the salient 
point here, rather it should be noted 
that these children did show improved 
IQ and intellectual performance when 
exposed to enriched environments, 
suggesting that stimulation is a key 
factor in increasing cognitive per- 
formance, whether an increase in 
measurable IQ is detected or not. 
Could continued exposure to enriched 
environments prolong this positive 
effect? It is a suggestive possibility. 
Recent studies in neuroscience have 
shown that, at least in the visual sys- 
tem, neuronal synapses that are pre- 
sented with high levels of stimulation 
lend to grow and expand, as opposed

to those that receive only background 
"static" input. Also synapses are be- 
lieved to grow stronger with regular 
stimulation, suggesting that an envi- 
ronment rich in variety, stimulation, 
and activity may improve cognitive 
function. 

Another suggestive study that 
has received a considerable amount 
of attention is that of the "Mozart 
effect' '. Researchers showed that col- 
lege students that listened to Mozart ' s 
Sonata for Two Pianos in D Major, a 
piece chosen for it's complexity, be- 
fore taking a spatial-temporal rea- 
soning test, performed better on the 
test than controls. 

The effect, however, lasted 
only 1 5 minutes and seems to be very 
specific to the piece of music there is 
no known Beethoven effect, for in- 
stance, and to experimental condi- 
tions, replicating the results is diffi- 
cult. Although these results are lim- 
ited to very specific circumstances, 
they still hold promise. The results 
were temporary, but one can make an 
analogy between these effects and 
the effects of physical exercise, which 
are also largely temporary. Forms of 
mental exercise may be key in main- 
taining 'and potentially improving 
cognitive function. Solving puzzles, 
reading, learning new languages, or 
even a musical instrument may all 
have positive effects for adults as 
well as children. Again, the impor- 
tant point may not be in increasing 
measured IQ scores, research shows 
that they tend to be relatively stable 
after childhood, but in optimizing 
overall cognitive function. 



To stretch the analogy to 
physical exercise even further, it's 
quite clear that exercise provides 
optimal results when combined with 
a proper diet. The same is likely to be 
true for mental exercises. It's known 
that severe malnutrition during a 
child's development can have nega- 
tive effects on intelligence, and the 
brain requires nutrients to function 
properly on a daily basis. Also, physi- 
cal exercise itself seems to have a 
positive effect on mental perform- 
ance. It ' s not clear exactly what causes 
the effect, but aerobic exercise ap- 
pears to increase memory retention 
and has been shown to improve some 
types of creative problem solving, 
not to mention the positive effects on 
general well-being. Also, exercise can 
help relieve stress. Stress has been 
shown to have a negative impact on 
leaming and memory. Other relaxa- 
tion techniques, such as meditation, 
are also useful. 

Overall, while it seems un- 
likely that, based on current knowl- 
edge, measured IQ can be increased 
permanently, other supporting fac- 
tors of cognitive function can be en- 
hanced, thus optimizing overall men- 
tal performance. Combining physi- 
cal and mental activities to provide 
an active, stimulating environment, 
along with the proper intake of re- 
quired nutrients, is currently the most 
solid advice on how to maintain and 
potentially improve cognitive func- 
tion. 
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What is Creativity? 



Creativity is something that 
we are all familiar with in solving a 
problem, having an idea for a new 
way to do something, feeling that 
sudden flash of inspiration when eve- 
rything falls into place and yet, de- 
spite the fact that we have all experi- 
enced it at one time or another, crea- 
tivity remains an elusive phenom- 
enon. It is hard to say exactly what it 
is and where it comes from. Where 
does creati V ity come from? Even crea- 
tive people have a difficult time when 
trying to explain how they get their 
ideas. They may know intuitively, 
but trying to describe their creative 
methods puts them into a situation 
that is something of a paradox that a 
certain degree of creativity is needed 
in order to describe creativity. 

The dictionary definition of 
creating is "to originate; to bring into 
being from nothing." Scientists may 
differ with the statement that some- 
thing can come from nothing, but 
most agree that the concept of nov- 
elty plays an important role in crea- 
tivity. Instead of claiming that a crea- 
tive thought or idea arises out of 
nothing, researchers tend to define 
creative thinking as the combining of 
previous ideas into new and interest- 
ing combinations. This may be a 
somewhat limited view of creativity, 
but it allows a more objective analy- 
sis and is the basis of many of the 
psychometric tests for creativity. 

Creativity is often associated 
with the idea of right-brain thinking. 
This refers to the discovery that the 
right and left hemispheres of the brain 
are specialized for different kinds of 
thought. In a right-handed person, 
the left hemisphere is associated with 
language, logic and analytical think- 
ing, while the right hemisphere is 
associated with visualization and 
more conceptual, holistic thinking 
and is often considered the source of 
the imagination. The two hemi- 
spherescommunicate with each other 
through a structure called the corpus 
caliosum. While the physical distinc- 
tion between the hemispheres is real, 
recent research has made it clear that 
the functions of the two hemispheres 
are not so easily separated. For in- 
stance, while the main areas involved 
in using language are located in the 
left hemisphere, damage to the right 
hemisphere can affect some aspects 
of speech. Specifically, people with 
damage to the right frontal cortex 
don"t use expressive inflections in 
their voice. They speak in a flat 
monotone whetherhappy or sad. Also, 
people with lesions at the back of the 
right hemisphere are unable to recog- 
nize such expressiveness in the speech 
of others. People with these types of 



lesions can understand the words, but 
they aren't able to use the full range 
of expression available in human 
speech. Observations such as these 
suggest that both hemispheres of the 
brain are involved in complex proc- 
esses such as using and understand- 
ing language. It is likely that creativ- 
ity is also a 'global' process that uses 
rpany parts of the brain. In addition to 
the cerebral cortex, areas crucial to 
learning, memory , and emotions (e.g. 
the hippocampus and the amygdala) 
are probably important in creativity, 
also. 

Creative genius has been as- 
sociated with madness since ancient 
times, and there are many examples 
of creative individuals that have suf- 
fered from mental illness: Vincent 
Van Gogh, Antonin Artaud, and 
Edgar Allan Poe come immediately 
to mind. While relationships between 
creativity and schizophrenia, psycho- 
sis, manic depression, and attention 
deficit disorderhave been suggested, 
no causal relationship has been 
proven, and it is important to remem- 
ber that there are many people with 
mental illnesses that are not particu- 
larly creative, and also there are many 
very creative people that are not 
mentally ill. Ongoing research in brain 
function in both mentally ill and 'nor- 
mal' individuals will help elucidate 
any connection between mental ill- 
ness and creativity. 

The concepts of intelligence 
and genius are often associated with 
creativity, and studies have shown 
that highly creative people usually 
are considered highly intelligent by 
common standards. However, a per- 
son with a high IQ does not necessar- 
ily exhibit a high level of creativity. 
For example, in a famous study con- 
ducted early in this century, research- 
ers followed 1,500 children with high 
IQs (above 1 40). None of these chil- 
dren grew up to exhibit the levels of 
creativity commonly associated with 
genius. This suggests that there are 
indeed differences in the way that 
creative people think and the conver- 
gent, analytic modes of thinking com- 
monly measured by intelligence tests 
may be important for creative thought, 
but are not sufficient themselves. 

Originality is regarded as one 
of the key aspects of creativity, and 
one characteristic of creative people 
is their ability to think divergently or 
'overinclusively ' . That is, to include 
analogies or combinations of ideas 
that might not be readily apparent, or 
might on the surface seem odd or 
without sense, but which open up 
possibilities that were previously 
overlooked. It is the uniqueness or 
oddness of these combinations that 



can give a truly creative act such a 
surprising character. One example of 
this surprising combination is Shake- 
speare's "sweet sorrow" of parting, a 
less than obvious combination of 
words that, when used together in 
this way, evoke something different 
than either word would when used 
alone. 

While combining concepts in 
new and interesting ways is a major 
aspect of creativity, there are other 
important processes involved. One 
related process is conceptual expan- 
sion. This term refers to the rework- 
ing of old, established ideas and forms 
into novel creations. An example is a 
composer using his knowledge of 
established musical form to compose 
an original piece. Other types of crea- 
tive thinking could include the use of 
metaphor and analogy in developing 
novel ways of expressing or describ- 
ing ideas. Existing knowledge also 
appears to play an important role in 
creativity by supplying a reserve of 
ideas and concepts that can be used as 
starting points in processes such as 
conceptual combination and expan- 
sion. Also, this list of processes is far 
from complete, and there are many 
varying theories about, and defini- 
tions of, the nature of creativity. 

In addition to the processes 
mentioned above, researchers are also 
looking into many other factors that 
influence creativity such as motiva- 
tion, conceptual complexity, and so- 
cial value, for instance, what influ- 
ence does society's acceptance or 
rejection of a creative act have on an 
individual's creativity? 

One practical benefit of un- 
derstanding how the creative process 
works is the development of methods 
to help people enhance their own 
creative thinking. Many different 
methods have been suggested, such 
as practicing visualization, keeping a 
written journal, and practicing crea- 
tive associations (like thinking of new 
uses for everyday items). Evidence 
has suggested that creativity may be 
inspired by the complexity of a situ- 
ation, implying that continued learn- 
ing could enhance creativity. Also, 
there is evidence that aerobic exer- 
cise helps enhance creativity; one 
recent study showed that people per- 
formed better on a creativity test if 
they exercised before taking the test. 
There are many possibilities for some- 
one looking to increase their creativ- 
ity and each person will have to try 
out different techniques to find what 
will work for them. This experimen- 
tation itself can be a creative process 
and is a good way for a person to start 
expanding his or her creativity. 




Memory 
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If you're worried about lapses in your memory, you're in good 
company: About 80% of people feel they have a problem remembering 
names, and about 60% say they forget phone numbers and misplace items 
such as keys often enough to consider it a problem. 

It's true that memory slightly declines after age 30, but it usually 
doesn't become noticeably impaired until after age 75. Instead, memory 
problems seem to come to light in middle age because people tend to be 
more aware of their memory shortcomings when they need it the most — 
at an age when they have more res|X)nsibilities and need to remember more. 

On average, most people forget names or misplace items an average 
of once a week to once a month. They recheck something, such as checking 
to make sure they've turned off the stove or locked the door, about once a 
week. 

. If you're concerned about your memory, that's a good sign. If you 
had a real memory problem, you wouldn't remember that you couldn't 
remember. But here's how you can help ease your mind and get the most 
from your memory: 

Try to stay calm. Being worried or anxious can temporarily impair 
your memory. Some people find their memories "freeze up" under stress- 
ful situations. The harder they try to remember, the worse their memory is. 
The trick is to relax and refocus your mind — the memory usually returns. 

Practice a healthy lifestyle. Eating a low-fat diet, exercising 
regularly and practicing other so-called "heart-smart" strategies helps to 
keep your arteries open and functioning optimally, so your brain will get 
a steady flow of blood to supply oxygen and nutrients. Regular exercise has 
been shown to improve some mental abilities by an average of 20 to 30%. 

Monitoryoursenses. You can't remember something if you never 
learned it in the first place. If you're having trouble paying attention 
because of poor eyesight or poor hearing, see a doctor about getting glasses 
or a hearing aid. 

Don't test yourself needlessly. You likely have enough to remem- 
ber without testing yourself with trivial matters, and the act of remember- 
ing doesn't improve memory. Instead of try ing to "cram," make lists, write 
yourself notes, keep a journal or diary of important facts and dates or tell 
a friend or spouse. Interestingly, the act of writing things down helps you 
remember, and having the list or a stack of Post-It notes will jog your 
memory. 

Get into a routine. You'll have a better chance of remembering to 
do something if you do it the same way every day. Put your car key s in the 
same place; go through the same sequence of actions before you leave the 
house. After a while you'll be able to put yourself on automatic pilot for 
these simple tasks. 

Rekindle your memories. When you need to remember some- 
thing, try to make connections with already existing memories. It's easier 
for experts to learn a new fact in their field because they already have a 
framework of knowledge on which to hang the new piece of information. 
For names, try to connect the name to someone you know or a character in 
a movie or book. For example, if you meet a woman named Sandra, you 
might make a mental connection to your favorite actress, Sandra Bullock 
or Sandra Dee.

proven, but it explains why it often is 
so difficult to describe somebody to 
another person, since that other per- 
son's reference point isdifferent from 
your own. We build relations be- 
tween all the things we know, and we 
build classes of things by putting 
objects with certain similar features 
into one such class. But the most 
basic difference we see is the differ- 
ence between ourselves and the ob- 
jects, the not-ourselves. Man's first 
reference point is himself, which is 
obvious when looking around one- 
self: Isn't that cat looking very nosy 
at you? Doesn't that monitor's face 
look at you? Don't that car's head- 
lights look into a certain direction? 
Haven't you taught that stupid com- 
puter program who the master was, 
yesterday? People's categories are 
based on people, first of all. This is 
not an intellecmal decision, but a 
naUiral necessity. How could you ever 
find out anything without a first ref- 
erence point that you could relate it 
to? This also is the reason why in 
children's minds everything 'lives': 
They live themselves, so why 
shouldn't other things? Why 
shouldn ' t that teddy bear feel hunger, 
exactly like I do? The point is clear 
No knowledge can be accumulated 
widiout a reference point. AI doesn't 
obey this. Most 'intelligent' pro- 
grammes are equipped with knowl- 
edge, but none has ever had a clear 
picture of itself that it could relate 
everything else to. 

In order to build an artificial 
intelligence, it must be built as hu- 
man as possible. Without basic hu- 



man 'ingredients', the resulting mind 
might not even be recognized as such. 
This boils down to the feeling that the 
goal is to build a mere copy of the 
human mind. Why on earth, one 
might wonder, would anybody want 
to build a copy of the human mind?- 
Isn't the original working fine? Isn't 
it superior to everything known? Isn't 
one's mind the most difficult thing to 
be examined by itself? What would 
be the use of such an artificial mind, 
that would need even more artificial 
means, only to stay human-like? The 
only logical solution to this is to com- 
pletely separate human from artifi- 
cial intelligence, in order to build 
something entirely new. This natu- 
rally leads to the idea of a higher 
principle of Intelligence, that human 
intelligence is only one manifesta- 
tion of (in order to distinguish be- 
tween the traditional human intelli- 
gence and this new idea of a more 
general concept, I want to spell the 
latter with a capital I: Intelligence). 
Another one would be artificial intel- 
ligence, and another one still the in- 
telligence developed on a planet many 
light years from here. How should a 
mind that is the result of evolution on 
an entirely different planet be similar 
to ours in any way? There must be 
similarities, but on a higher level: on 
the level of Intelligence (note the 
capital I). In that hierarchy, AI is on 
the same level as human intelligence, 
together with animal intelligence and 
any other kind of intelligence that 
one might encounter 



Although there is no clear 
definition of AI (not even of intelli- 
gence), it can be described as the 
attempt to build machines that think 
and act like humans, that are able to 
learn and to use their knowledge to 
solve problems on their own. A 'by- 
product' of the intensive studies of 
the human brain by AI researchers is 
a far better understanding of how it 
works. The human brain consists of 
10 to 100 billion neurons, each of 
which is connected to between 10 
and 10,000 others through synapses. 
The single brain cell is comparatively 
slow (compared to a microprocessor) 
and has a very simple function: build- 
ing the sum of its inputs and issuing 
an output, if that sum exceeds a cer- 
tain value. Through its highly paral- 
lel way of operation, however, the 
human brain achieves a performance 
that has not been reached by comput- 
ers yet; and even at the current speed 
of development in that field, we still 
have about twenty years until the first 
supercomputers will be of equal 
power. In the meantime, a number of 
different approaches have tried to 
build models of the brain, with differ- 
ent levels of success. The only test 
for intelligence there is, is the Turing 
Test. A thinking machine has yet to 
be built. 

Today's AI concentrates en- 
tirely on the brain. If you look at the 
human body, however, it is not clear 
where to draw the line between which 
parts of the nervous system belong to 
the brain, and which don't. But a 
number of functions are performed 
by the spinal cord, for example, like 
withdrawing the hand quickly when 
touching something hot. It can be 
vitally important that this action is 
taken as fast as possible, in order to 
limit the damage. The only way of 
doing so is through reflexes, without 
the intervention of the brain. This is 
not an example of intelligent deci- 
sions outside the brain, but it pro- 
vides an entry point to the following. 

Whenever you talk to some- 
body, you use a huge amount of as- 
sumptions about the background of 
your counterpart. You usually start 
with assuming that other person is 
almost identical to yourself, and by 
small misunderstandings and ques- 
tions of him (for the sake of easier 
reading 1 will assume that our coun- 
terpart is male) you correct that pic- 
ture you have. When you know some- 
body, you don't have a list of all his 
features in your mind, but you know 
the differences between you and that 
person (or the difference between 
him and a third party, be it a single 
person or a group). This cannot be

Van Leeuwen Takes Full 
Time Position 



David Van Leeuwen, Stu- 
dents' General Association Presi- 
dent, has been granted a salary in- 
crease of $3000 to act as President 
on a full time basis for the rest of his 
term. This was granted by a unani- 
mous motion of the SGA Council on 
October 27 (1971). 

Van Leeuwen explained to 
Council that he felt that he could no 
longer continue on a part time basis. 
He has in fact been acting as a full 
time president since he was elected 
last March. 

Van Leeuwen stated that he 
could not fulfill the position on a part 
time basis, but must either become 
full time president or be a full time 
student. 

SGA Vice President Roman 
Wolosczuk said that the time when 



the SGA Presidency was a part time 
position has passed. This opmion was 
shared by most of the Council. The 
preceding SGA President Victor 
Cormier, was acting as full time presi- 
dent at a salary of $6,000 per year. 
With the salary increase Van 
Leeuwen's salary will be $6,000 per 
year. 

Van Leeuwen was elected last 
March as a part of a slate including 
Vice Presidents Wolosczuk and Y von 
Lachapelle. Van Leeuwen was to act 
full time in the summer and part time 
during the academic year at a salary 
of $3000, while Vice Presidents were 
to act part time all year round at a 
salary of $1,000. 

Council expressed their con- 
fidence in Van Leeuwen by passing 
the motion unanimously.

Budget Report 

Committee says Situation Still 
Remains Critical 



Laurentian has yet received 
no word from Queen's Park on its 
financial status. In its ref)ort to Senate 
last Thursday, the Budget Commit- 
tee was still hopeful that Laurentian 
would again be placed under emer- 
gent grant status. This would provide 
extra funds and help alleviate the 
university's present financial crisis. 

The feeling of the committee 
was that the longer it takes for the 
government to refuse us emergent 
status, the less likely it is that such a 
decision would be made. 

The Budget Committee has 
suggested that funds should be allo- 
cated to various academic units and 



then divided up by the individual 
units themselves. They hope to de- 
velop a formula for allocating mon- 
ies to the various academic units by 
talking to as many people as possible. 
They will report to Senate by Decem- 
ber 15th (1971) at the latest. 

The Bilingual grant will be 
one of the factors considered in the 
development of the allocation for- 
mula. It was then moved (Davis 
Schwager) that the Budget Commit- 
tee obtain from Mr. Nurmi, the Uni- 
versity Controller, a cost analysis of 
the programs offered at the Univer- 
sity to help them arrive at an in- 
formed decision. 



The DiNorca, Wagnermotion 
was then brought up for discussion. 
The motion (modified and explained 
so that it would not be seen as a 
threatening move) would instruct the 
Budget Committee to pare down the 
'7 1 -'72 and the '72-'73 budget in the 
non-academic areas before cutting 
costs in academic areas. The motion 
was referred to the Long Term 
Planning Committee for 
consideration. 

In other business. Senate 
named Dr. Edgar Wright as Associate 
Dean, Humanities. Prior to his new 
appointment Dr. Wright was head of 
Laurentian's English Department.

Margaret Christakos, the au- 
thor of The Moment Coming and 
four other books, writes about the 
Sudbury landscape and parenting 
among other things.

Cartoon Law I

He loiters in midair, soliloquizing flippantly, until he 
chances to look down. At this point, the familiar principle 
of 32 feet per second takes over. 

Cartoon Law II 

Any body in motion will tend to remain in motion 

until solid matter intervenes suddenly. 

Whether shot from a cannon or in hot pursuit on foot, 
cartoon characters are so absolute in their momentum 
that only a telephone pole or an outsize boulder retards 
their forward motion absolutely. Sir Isaac Newton called 
this sudden termination of motion the stooge's surcease.

Breast Cancer 
Awareness 

Most of you have heard the words Breast Cancer before, but 
would you be able to describe it? This article's main goal is to inform 
you on Breast Cancer, and instructions on how to prevent it Your best 
tool is a monthly breast self examination (BSE). A BSE is a monthly 
exam done by yourself that helps you identify and prevent healtti 
problems. This exam should be done at the same time each month or 7- 
10 days after the start of your period of menstniation. 

BSE Methods: 

The Clock Method - Pretend your breast is a clock. Using the flat 
pads of your fingers, press gently but firmly in small overlapping 
circles. Begin at 12 o'clock, right below the collar bone and move 
towards the nipple. Do not miss an hour. Carefully examine the area 
between the breast and armpit. Repeat on other side. 

In the Shower - Raise one arm. With fingers flat and soapy, touch 
every part of your breast using the clock method. Use your right hand 
to examine your left breast and vice versa. 

Before a Mirror - Anns at your side; then raised above your head 
look for changes in size, shape and contour of each breast. Look for 
Puckering, dimpling, changes in skin textiu^, color and rashes. 

Lying Down - To balance the breast on your chest, place a towel or 
pillow under your right shoulder, placing your right hand behind your 
head. Examine your right breast with your left hand and vice versa 
using the clock method. 

If you notice any changes see your doctor immediately. When breast 
cancer is discovered and treated early, the chances for recovery are 
good. 

What are the Risk Factors of Breast Cancer? 

Gender 99% of cases are in women 

Increasing Age: Breast cancer incidence increases sharply with 
age until menopause 
Family history of Breast Cancer 

Hereditary Breast Cancer Syndrome: Similar to familial breast 
caiKcr, but with a genetic link. 
Previous history of breast cancer 
Family history of other cancers 
Previous abnonnal breast biopsy 

Early onset of Menarche (before age 12) or late onset of Meno- 
pause (after age 55). It has been proven that the longer breast cells 
are exposed to estrogen, the greater the risk of cancer.

Facts on Breast Cancer 

The incidence of breast cancer is high among Canadian women. 

One in nine will have breast cancer in her lifetime. 

It is estimated that 18.700 new cases of breast cancer will be 

diagnosed in 1999 

Of the 29.800 estimated cancerrelated deaths in females for 1999, 

5,400 of these will be due to breast cancer. 

Men can develop breast cancer too. In 1999, 1 300 male cases are 

projected to be diagnosed. About 400 men in the U.S. die each year 

from breast cancer

• Choose a variety of lower fat, high fiber foods. Maintain a healthy 
body weight and limit your alcohol intake 

• Regularly scheduled pap tests and mammograms, according to 
age, are vital.

• Be aware of changes in your normal state of health.
